G. 0. P. to Cling to South. 


In the first place, the Republicans do 
not expect to give up the foothold they 
have gained in the South without a 
struggle. New leaders have sprung up 
down there, some of them Republican 
leaders, others HoGVer leaders, but they 
will be one and the same now as the 
Republicans set about to solidify their 
strength. 

The regular Democratic leaders have 
broken with the political pastors, with 
the Anti-Saloon League, both of which 
have long had a hand in their political 
destinies. In nearby Virginia Bishop 
James E. Cannon comes back to take 


the strangle-hold that he had on the 
State back in the days before he volun-

After the split of 1896 the 
Republicans, indeed, came to be reck- 
oned with as one of the two political 
parties of the State. 


East and Dixie Divided. 


In Texas and in Florida the men who 
went away from Democracy to Hoover 
are not expected to relinquish their 
following. If they bring it back it 
wil} undoubtedly be at the expense 
of the regular Democrats, who will be 
in no mood to step aside and give the 
bolters the leadership. In Tennessee 
this situation, if anything, is more pro- 
nounced. 

But assume that the Solid South 
will come back together. Where is 
this small block of Democracy to pick 
up any other strength? This campaign 
has revealed as never before the con- 
trasting elements that made up the 
Democratic party, with hardly anything 
more in common than the desire to 
jive. The South has realized generally 
for the first time that the Eastern 
wing of the party was made up largely 
of the foreign-born and that where- 
ever Democracy existed in the Middle 
and Far West it was of the foreign 
born, too. 

Now the South has shown that it 
is not willing to join with this Eastern 
wing in the gratification of its de- 
sires. The Eastern wing will not likely 
be willing to join with the South any 
more. Their strange coalition, lack- 
ing harmony, and always keeping the 
party in turmoil, is believed to be at 
an end,

Republicans Gain Two House | 


Seats and May Gather 
In Two Others. 


WHITEHEAD IS REELECTED 


Richmond, Va., Nov. 7 (A.P.).—Vir- 
ginia, the home of Thomas Jefferson, 
the founder of the Democratic party, 
and for the past half century one of 
the firmest supporters of that party of 
the “solid South” States, today spent 
its first day as a Republican State by 
watching Republican congressional 
candidates add to the victory regis- 
tered by Herbert Hoover. 

The Hoover vote mounted slowly as 
returns came from the mountain pre- 
cincts in the southwestern section of 
the State, and his lead over Gov. Smith 
stood more than 20,000 with returns 
from 1,548 out of 1,665 precincts. The 
vote was Hoover, 154,065; Smith, 
132,097, 

There was every indication that the 
unprecedently large total vote of 300,- 
000 would be recorded in the Old Do- 
minion and that Smith might recelve 
as many votes as John W. Davis in 
1924, 139,797. 

James A. Garber, Republican, be- 
came the second of his party to win a 
seat in the State’s delegation in the 
House today when Representative 
Thomas H. Harrison, Democrat, of the 
Seventh District, conceded the election. 
Complete returns for the district gave 
Garber a lead of 506 votes in 29,526 
cast. 

Menaclus Lankford, Republican, de- 
feated J. T. Deal, Democratic incum- 
bent, by a large majority on complete 
returns of the Second District. 

Two other Republican congressional 
candidates appeared to have a good 
chance, while a fourth conceded de- 
feat in the Fifth District to Represen- 
tative Joseph Whitehead, who held a 
lead of 2,000 votes with the district 
reported almost complete.

Although Herbert Hoover won Penneyi- didat 


vania in yesterday’s election by about 
940,000, Gov. Smith, of New York, set 
up a new high record in Pennsylvania 
by polling more than a million Demo- 
cratic votes. The previous high Demo- 
cratic total was achieved in 1916 by 
Woodrow Wilson with a vote of 521,784. 

Returns from 8,069 districts out of 
8.571 in Pennsylvania tabulated to- 
night gave Herbert Hoover 1.949.752 
and Smith 1,010,914.

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HOOVER'S VICTORY. 

Herbert Hoover receives the largest 
alectoral vote ever given to a President, 
and his popular majority over Gov. 
Smith breaks the record. He has car- 
ried 40 States. American history has 
no parallel to this verdict. 

The contest centered upon Hoover and 
Smith. The Republican party has made 
rains in the Senate and House, but not 
unprecedented gains. The Democratic 
party in several States has demonstrated 
that it is anything but beaten. It js in 
the battle for the Presidency that the 
Republican party has utterly routed the 
Democratic party. 

Bearing in mind the moderate Republli- 


can gains and the fair showing of Demo- | 


crats in various States, the result must 
be regarded in great measure as a per- 
sonal triumph for Hoover and a per<onal 
disaster for Smith. The outcome is more 
than a party victory and defeat. It not 
only places Hoover in the forefront as a 
Republican leader excelling in popularity 
any other his party has had, but it places 
Gov. Smith at the very bottom of the list 
of losers. If experience did not show that 
time brings startling changes, it might 
be expected that the Democratic party 
would identify its worst fate with the 
name of Smith. But Gov. Smith retains 
the affection of a large proportion of his 
followers, in spite of his defeat. No stu- 
dent of politics would predict that the 
whirligig of time will never again bring 
Alfred E. Smith to the head of tis party. 

The Republican gains in the Senate 
sught to make it possible for: the new 
administration to put through measures 
that have already met with general ap- 
proval. The progressives are still capable 
of making trouble, but their strength is 
waning, and in due time the Senate and 
the country will be rid of them. Senator 
Norris, the turncoat, who deluded Gov. 
Smith and who stultified himself in the 
eyes of Nebraskans who had trusted him, 
is marked for slaughter as soon as he 
comes up for reelection. His influence 
has been shown to be less than nothing— 
it is injurious to any cause that he advo- 
cates. Hoover swept up Nebraska and 
adjoining States with greater ease than 
if he had been handicapped by the sup- 
port of Norris. The people of those 
States knew, when Norris deserted his 
party leader, that Hoover had no sym- 
pathy with the un-American vagaries of 
the Nebraska socialist. 

Hoover’s victory in Wisconsin is the 
handwriting on the wall spelling the doom 
of the Blaine and La Follette brand of 
party treachery. Wisconsin elects La 
Follette, but the vigor of his cause has 
disappeared, and it no longer has any 
excuse for existence. Party loyalty will 
have its way in Wisconsin, as in all other 
States. 

The heavy responsibility resting upon 
President-elect Hoover need not be em- 
phasized. No one can be more keenly 
aware of his responsibilities than Hoo- 
ver himself. He will undertake his tasks 
with firm confidence, sustained by. the 
thought that the vast majority of his 
countrymen are in sympathy with him 
and anxious to help him make a success 
of his administration.

ican propaganda, it is not recorded that Catho- 
lic clergymen so far forgot their duty as to 
follow suit.

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FARM RELIEF PLANS. 

Senator McNary Is early with the announce- 
ment that he will attempt again this winter to 
obtain legislation for the relief of the farmer. 
But profiting by past experience the Oregon 
statesman will not again attempt to put the 
equalization fee idea into law. Instead, the 
new proposal contemplates the creation of a 
Federal farm board which shall control loans 
from a revolving fund, supplied by the Treas- 
ury, for the purpose of aiding cooperative as- 
sociations and such corporations as may be 
formed by these associations ‘‘in controlling a 
seasonal or year’s total surplus, produced in 
the United States and either local or national 
in extent, that is in the excess of the require- 
ments for the orderly marketing of any agri- 
cultural commodity or in excess of the do- 
mestic requirements of such commodity.” 

The further purpose of such loans is stated 
as being for ‘‘developing continuity of co- 
operative services from the point of produc- 
tion to and including the point of terminal 
marketing service.’’ There are several other 
features of the proposed bill which appear to 
be great improvements on the original measure, 
but it is not at all probable that this new plan 
or any substitute will be passed by either 
house until President Coolidge and President- 
elect Hoover shall have been consulted and 


their views obtained. 


Throughout the campaign much was said on 
the stump and via radio as to the wide margin 
between the price which the producer receives 
for his crops and the amount paid by the con- 
sumer for farm products. Perhaps some day 
a method may be devised for reducing this 
spread to the minimum. But until the dawn 
of the agricultural millennium the potato 
grower will have to. be content with the 35 
cents which the produce buyer is paying him 
for his bushel of potatoes today, even though 
the consumer in the city 10 miles away is com- 
pelled to pay $1 for that same bushel. 


ETNA IN ERUPTION. 


Etna, in another of its eruptions, presents 
the spectacle that has been etched upon the 
canvas of the centuries. Hundreds of vil: 
lagers are reported fleeing before the udvance 
ing tides of lava. The history of Etna. and 
indeed of Sicily itself, has been written in the 
lurid flames of volcanic eruptions, so many of 


them that only the more deadly stand out. 
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prominently to knowledge, such as that which 
destroyed the City of Catania seven centuries 
ago. ; 

The largest volcano in Europe is pitted with 
cones that mark previous flows of lava. An 
island that probably owed its origin to vol- 
canic action may likewise perish by the same 
means, but this is unlikely in terms of any 
data that geologists possess. 

Natural hazards still abundantly exist and 
are menacing, but human industry and experi- 
ence and science have united to diminish the 
force and effect of most of them, with earth- 
quakes, eruptions and hurricanes the last of 
the forces of destruction to remain uncon- 
trolled, 

Men are beginning to utilize the volcanic 
rocks of other days. . Aside from the direct 
uses of lava rock, it is from that source more 
than from any other that the worn of 
the world may find revival; as certain voleanic 
deposits hold in their grip unlimited and 
priceless stores of potash. Eventually men 
may find ways to provide regulated exhausts 
through the vast volcanic chimneys for steam 
and heat, which will greatly augment the re- 
sources of mechanical power,

ANOTHER SOURCE OF RUBBER. 


Prediction of heavily increased consumption 
of rubber for 1929 is accompanied by the state- 
ment that the annual rate of consumption in 
the United States is twice that of 1922.

INTUITION. 

The male sex generally should ac- 
knowledge a debt of gratitude to John 
Macy, who in Harper’s Magazine ex- 
plodes that age-old tradition of wom- 
an's “intuition” The theory has been 
that men may be better able to reason 
their conclusions from facts, may excel] 
in patience and urbanity, but that 
women by a mysterious and undefined 
process known as intuition could un- 
questionably set at naught all these 
conclusions, states the Hartford Times 
Mr. Macy denies this and insists that 
man’s “intuition” is just as good as 
woman's. He goes farther and asks 
whether it may not be true that “in 
handiing more difficult intellectual 
problems women fail more often than 
men. And whether this liability to er- 
ror is not accentuated by an dnherent 


inferiority in the feminine intellect. I 


believe that the habit of fetching home 
every idea to themselves, referring it to 
their private purposes, experiences and 
emotions, js a weakness of intellect in 
which the weaker sex is weaker.” 

If this is so, it is probable that the 


| reason lies less in so-called inherent 


traits than in the accumulation of 
habits necessary to woman's hitherto 
acknowledged place in life. A woman 
of rare intelligence has said that the 
reason women are considered inefficient 
is that they have so few pockets in their 
clothes. Hence they are forever hunt- 
ing for things in a variety of small bags 
which are never where they think they 
are To be sure, a cruel analyst might 
ask, “And why have women so few 
pockets?” But few analysts are so bold 
that they will risk, the female intuition 
that such a question is unparlia- 
mentary. 

Nevertheless, the habits of women 
over centuries of wifehood explain a 
good deal. A woman who has to ask 
for money from a man is apt to reduce 
all great abstractions to her own per- 
sonal interest. She has by circum- 
stances been made a petty schemer, for 
her sphere in life has necessitated a 
deal of petty scheming of the sort 
which feminine writers like Dorothy 
Dix continue to advocate even in an 
age when every woman is supposed to 
be a great statesman It may take a 
few centuries for women to recover, but 
it is probable that, fundamentally, men 
have no monopoly of disinterestedness 
any more than women have a monoply 
of “intuition.”

It has had no occasion to 
develop the peculiar forward more- 
ments of man. 

These pictures tend to knock the 
props from under one of the super-~ 
ficial arguments of the simian descent 
of mankind. As a matter of fact, the 
bear is the only animal that takes 
the full upright posture of a man. 
The Harvard anthropologist remarks 
in passing that “No sane person for 
& moment believes that man descended 
from the apes, but he may be descend-~ 
ed from some common ancestor.” That 
is practically an abandonment of the 
“scientific” theory of evolution ad- 
vanced a few years’ ago. 

The communities that seek to pro- 
tect their children from being incul- 
cated with raw and unscientific views 
of evolution have more than half truth 
on their side. Nothing could be more 
unfortunate than to teach distorted 


aspects of truth. The slow film cam- 
era might well be substituted for some 
of the scientific texts in the elemen~ 
tary schools and wide distinction. be- 
tween apes and man be made clear. 
Dr Reynolds wants to kill off the half- 
baked and wholly wrong idea chat man 
comes from monkey ancestors. Slow 
movies have scored again for truth and 
sound instruction.

Sand Is Sprinkled on Streets 
as Emperor Enters the 
Ancient Capital. 


HE IS GUARDED BY 13,000 


Kyoto, Japan, Nov. 7 (A.P.).—Three 
hundred thousand persons witnessed 
the entry into the ancient capital of 
Emperor Hirohito this afternoon. At 
this place he will be enthroned as 
124th imperial ruler, the main cere- 
monies being held Saturday. 


Lowering skiés:and an intermittent 
drizzle, sprinkling the procession at 
intervals, did not prevent the patient 
and reverent throngs from massing in 
every available space along the route. 
Arriving by train at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon from Nagoya, the imperial 
cortege formed and at a stately pace 
traversed the two and one-half miles 
from the station to the palace, the 
emperor entering Kenrei gate at 3:20 
O'clock.

though, as the phoenix-crested im- 
perial carriage followed the Kashiko- 
dokoro, the “place of awe” ark of the

13,000 Guard Route. 


Silent, reverent crowds formed a 
unique spectacle, squatting on straw 
matting, 10 to 20 deep along the en- 
tire way. Scores of thousands were 
there all last night despite the heavy 
rain and the long wet morning hours 
to welcome the sovereign to the an- 
cient home of his ancestors. 

The showers brought out thousands 
of paper umbrellas, which appeared as 
a forest of variegated giant mush- 
rooms. These disappeared as the ruler 
passed, all the waiting throngs uncov- 
ering and bowing. Seven thousand 
troops and bluejackets and 6,000 police 
guarded the route, but the people pre- 
served absolute order 

The procession moved for two miles 
along “Crow and Circle street,” Kyoto’s 
Broadway, along which the general 
public competed for places of vantage, 
then entered the palace park land, 
dotted with evergreens, under which 
the privileged ones had been assigned 
mattings.
